Spencer. Special.—The first mem-
orial in hooor of Daniel Boone, the
noted pioneer. wis leld at Boone's
Cave, David=on connty, near Spencer
Saturdav. The erowd, which was es-
timated at From six thousand to eicht
thousand people. came frgm Winston-
Salem, Greenshoro, High Point. Lex-
ington, Salisbury.  Charlotte. Ashe-
ville, and from  comunties  adjoining
Rowan and Dividson and some from
other States,

Uinder the uspices of the Daniel
Boone Memorial Assoctation. eharter-
ed Ly the General Assembly of North
Caroline in 1909, Judee  Pritehand
spoke o splendid style, eaplivating
the immense crowd of listeners, e
was introdueed by ex-Congressmuan
John S, Henderson, of Salishury, who
also made  a hriet speech,  Jadge
Prileharvd’s addrese whicl was  de-
cidediy seholarly wa= an eluborate dis-
conrse upon the Hie ol DBoone, his
work as a pioneer i North Carolin,
amd the novthwest, making  speeial
mention of his counection with the
State of Frankhin @ one time a port
ot Tennessee as opposed to the fwl-
eral  government. Representative
Robert N Page. of the sixth distriet,
dehivered a lisstorical address ol mneh
interest giving many faels in eonnee-
tion with the work of Boone, his ex-
perience in Novth Caroling aind what
he did, Colb AL LL Boyden. of Salis-
bury, spoke in behali of Rowan coun-
v, thanking the ladies of the B AL 1T,
many of whom were present. for their
uterest i the eelebration. My, . R
MeCrary, of Lexington. one  of the
Teading workers in (he wemorial asso-
clation, acted as waster ol ceremonies,

Daniel Boone trom Norih Carolina for

tery, near Mocksville, Davie county,
repose the remains of Daniel Boone'’s
father and mother. The grave of
Squire Boone ix marked by a simple
keadstone, whiclh hus been  enclosed
in a steel eage, o save it from relie
hunters, wiieh hears this literal in-
seription :

“Squive Boone departed this lite in
thay sixty-uinth vear of lite,
in thay vear of our Lord 1763,
